Your 
Income Tax 


In making out his income tax for 
the year 1924 the business man, 
professional man, and farmer is re­ 
quired to use Form 1040, regard­ 
less of whether his net income was 
or was not in excess of $5,000. The 
smaller form 1040A is used for re­ 
porting income of $5,000 or less de­ 
rived 
chiefly

wages. 
Forms have been sent to persons 
who last year filed returns of in­ 
come. 
Failure to receive a form, 
however, does not relieve the tax­ 
payer from his obligation to file a 
return and pay the tax within the

prescribed,

of collectors of internal revenue 
and blanch offices.

Dublin Police to Lose Identity 


Dublin.—The Dublin police force, fa­ 
mous for many years as including big­ 
ger men than any other police force 
in the world, is to be abolished under 
the polico force amalgamation 
bill. 
The act m erges the police with the 
civic guards organization. 


Stockholm.— A solution of the prob­ 
lem of how to drive an automobile on 
crude oil, and at one-third of the cost. 
of gasoline, is claimed by a Swedish 
inventor, Nils Anderson, who has per­ 
fected an engine attachment for this 
purpose after several years of experi­ 
menting. 
Anderson’s device can read­ 
ily l»e installed on amy ordinary motor 
and makes it possible to use crude oil, 
kerosene, wood alcohol, or gasoline. 
The crux of the problem, says the 
inventor, was the fact that crude oil 
cannot be completely vaporized, and 
without special treatment the residue 
would clog the engine. 
He solves this 
by ^exposing the oil to intense heat, 
which shatters such 
ingredients 
as 
cannot be turned into gas. 
They re­ 
main in the form of a combustible 
fluid and are consumed during the ex­ 
plosion in the cylinder. 
When using 
crude oil the motor must, however, be 
started with gasoline from a separate 
small container, while the oil is car­ 
ried in the regular gasoline tank of 
the car. 
v 
Has Super-IIeater 
The crude oil attachment consists of 
a super-heater, a special carburetor 
and exhaust pipe, together with the 
necessary connecting rods for manipu­ 
lation. 
Among the advantages claimed are 
a smaller quantity of oil consumed per 
mile, less lubrication, no overheating 
of the engine, and a reduction of about 
TO per cent from the cost of running a 
car on gasoline.
